Ifone of 
them falls a prey tothe appetite for haman 
flesh, the rest of the family are forthwith 
tabooed'as displeasing to the object of their 
reverent ey and must expiate their 
offence by costly sacrifices, which may 
leave them penniless but will restore them 
to their caste-rights 

The head money granted by government, 
to the tune of £15,000 a year, tends, no 
doubt, to k the nuisance of wild Leasts 
in some chec As much as a hundred 
pounds bas been given forthe head of a 
man-eating tiger. But the rewards are 
sometimes granted on very slight evidence, 
for it is weil known that a cunning native 
will bring up an old head for a new one, 
orsewa tigers skin over the head of 
some smaller animal, and thus cheat a 
credulous or careless official into passing 
anunfounded claim. Perhaps the pres 
ent scale of rewards would bear amending, 
if. as we understand, much too little is 
offered forthe cubs in comparison with 
full-grown tigers. The quickest way of 
extirpating the brutes would be to encour- 
age the destruction of young animals by a 
larger bounty tor their —_ Sportsmen 
naturally shrink from attacking these 
scourges with other than the sportsmen s 
usual weapons; but even Captain Rogers 
in his report avows himselfa , ee con- 
vert to theuse of trapsand other wiles

A Mesicipai Report. 

It may be well for the world to know 
that the Mayor of Cincinnati, Jom F. 
Torrence, Esq., bas issued his message 
in pamphlet form, a document of twenty- 
six with a mice straw-colored 
cover. It will doubtless puzzle a good many 
people, however,to know what there is in or 
about Cincinnati requiring Mr. Torrence 
to sling such a quantity of ink and waste 
so much paper. Well, the more 
they read the document the greater and 
more perplexing will be their quandary. In 
the first place some of the official subordi- 
nates having handed in their reports 
about matters and things, reminds Mr. 
Torrence of his official duties and obli- 
gations, and be sets about the performance 
of these by felicitating himselt that he is the 
first executive officer to address two boards, 
his predecessor having been confined to 
one board. This he thinks is not only a 
good but a big thing for Cincinnati, 
and therefore, as a message-writer, he 
shows a determination to go the whole 
hog. The eloquent Mayor pays a high 
compliment te the Ohio river, which im the 
past bas been a good friend of the city, but 
which, as it continues to flow close by 
Louisville, and other rival cities, and bear 
upon its bosom the goods, wares and mer- 
chandige which we furnish the towns 
and cougitry below upon better terms 
than Mr."Pommence, hut two boards ahd

The Cincinnati Mayor and his two 
boards have no very high opinion of the 
legislators ot the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky. The way they refused to sell out to 
Cincinnati was a damper upon Cincinnati's 

opinion of the power of money. ladical 
Congresses and Radical Legislatures are 
60 cheap now-a-days, that Ciucinnati be- 
lieved that to shake a few Cincimnati 
bonds, worth less than the paper up- 
on which they were printed, in the faces 
of Kentucky Democrats, they could buy 
the State “just as easy as the boy knew his 
daddy.” But unfortunately jor the best 
laid plans of mice and men, Kentucky 
didn’t sell worth a farthing, and therefore 
Cincinnati goes to “the National Cou 
gress,” where bargains to suit purchasers 
can always be bad; and hence the Mayor 
of Oincippati and bis two boards think 
that “there is something unpleasant, if a0 
humiliating, in the idea of sending our 
representatives agaim to dance attendance 
in the lobbies of the capitol at Frankiort, 
as petitioners for a franchise which we 
hada right to expect would have been 
cheertully conceded as soon as asked, and 
in which the people of Kentucky have as 
deep an interest as our own.” 

Upon this pcint the bead of the Mayor 
and the heads of the “two boards” are 
level. We congratulate them ter having 
arrived at one sensible conclusion. The 
Mayvur reports to Lis “two boards” that 
there are a great many railroad projects 
on toot which it will be well tor them to 
consider and make liberal offers for, if they 
cap be influenced to favor Cincinnati. A 
Southern road is the great desideratum. 
He says:

equal the pumber tbat inhabited the first 
pleasure ground of that name. 

The Mayor reports that the falling off in 
deaths during the year amounts to 679, or 
about 16 per cent., as compared with the 
previous year, which evidently shows a 
decrease in population. The nuisances 
abated number 7,204, but the Mayor is si 
lent as @ mummy as to how many remain 
unabated. The police caught and locked 
up cver seven thousand miscreants of vari 
ous grades, and there were 184 deaths by 
Violence. The Cincinnati Mayor informs 
his “two boards” that there is a prevailing 
dullness in business, notwithstanding the 
reports of the Board of Trade to the con- 
trary. The Mayor congratulates his “two 
boards” and the people im tegard to the 
extent of territory which surrounds the 
city—whether he includes Alaska and San 
Domingo is left to be inferred. The out- 
look is certainly a big thing. On the
